4.  The  member  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  ballot  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  three  weeks  before  the 
annual  meeting,  and  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  the  result  posted 
five  days  before  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII     (PASSED) 
Terms  of  office 

1.  The  term  of  office  shall  extend  from  the  second  Sunday  of  October 
until  the  second  Sunday  of  October  of  the  following  year. 

2.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  serve  one  year  on  the 
board  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  one  year  subsequently  as  a  member 
of  the  board,  not  acting  as  chairman. 

3.  Vacancies  occurring,  during  the  year,  in  the  Executive  Board  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Adilsory  Board.

At  an  impromptu  meeting  of  the  library  staff  held  at  the  Iain 
Library  in  September  1932,  it  was  decioed  to  form  an  organization 
comprising  the  entire  staff  of  the  San  Prancisco  Public  Library. 
Its  purpose  was  to  combat  the  activities  of  outside  influences 
which  were  endeavoring  to  reduce  salaries  throughout  the  whole 
municipal  system. 

As  there  was  no  organization  of  any  kind  in  the  library,  the 
suggestion  was  made  that  a  permanent  association  be  formed,  whose 
purpose  would  be  the  development  of  the  professional,  economic, 
social  and  cultural  interests  of  its  members.  A  temporary  chairman, 
211a  C.  Paine,  was  appointed,  and  a  temporary  committee  chosen. 

This  committee  arranged  that  a  vote  be  taken  to  select  members 
of  an  executive  committee  to  draw  up  a  constitution  and  put  into 
operation  the  necessary  steps  for  organization.   The  following 
committee  was  elected:

Article  IV  as  voted  upon  provides  that  dues  shall  be 
twenty-five  cents  per  month,  payable  en  the  16th  of  each  month.  Of 
this  amount,  ten  cents  shall  go  to  the  Social  Fund,  and  fifteen  cents 
to  the  Emergency  Fund. 

On  February  16,  1933,  some  staff  members  expressed  a  desire 
for  receipts  for  their  contributions  to  the  Staff  Fund.  Such  receipts, 
with  an  entry  of  each  member's  contribution  to  date,  7?ere  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Staff  by  Miss  De  Andreis,  Treasurer. 

The  term  of  the  Custodians  of  the  Social  Fund  expired 
in  April  1933.   At  en  election  held  April  17,  1933,  the  new  committee

Roll  called,  thirty-seven  members  present. 

Secretary  read  tne  Minutes  of  tne  previous  meeting.  Minutes 
were  accepted  as  read. 

Financial  report  of  tne  Committee  in  charge  of  tne  Special  fund 
for  gifts,  flowers,  etc  was  read  by  Miss  Mayo.   Report  accepted  as  read. 

Financial  report  of  tne  Treasurers  of  the  Emergency  fund  was 
read  by  Miss  De  Andreis.   Report  accepted  as  read. 

Two  resolutions  passed  at  tne  meeting  of  the  First  District 
C.L.A.  Octooer  6,  1933,  on  a  revised  Code  of  etnics  and  on  a  Survey  of 
ways  and  means  of  relieving  unemployment  among  librarians  were  read. 
These  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  incoming  Executive  committee  for 
consideration • 

The  Chairman  reported  that  tnrough  the  efforts  of  the  Executive 
committee,  the  Rest-room  and  the  dining-room  at  the  Main  library  were 
ordered  redecorated  at  tne  expense  of  the  Library. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  at  a  meeting  of  tne  Executive  com- 
mittee October  13,  1933,  arrangements  were  made  to  hold  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  two  sessions  on  October  17th  at  10:30  A.M.  and  on  October  19th  at 
2:15  P.M.  Also  that  the  election  of  the  five  members  of  the  Executive 
committee  for  tne  year  1933-1934  would  be  held  and  that  ballots  mignt 
be  deposited  in  a  ballot-box  in  tne  Brancn  department  from  Oct .  20  to 
Oct.  24,  poll  to  close  at  5  P.M.,  Oct.  24.   On  the  same  ballot  three 
propositions  were  to  be  submitted  to  the  members  concerning  Emergency 
dues.

The  method  of  selecting  members  of  the  Executive  committee  and 
their  terms  of  office  was  discussed  by  Miss  Castle,  Miss  Langpaap  and 
Mrs.  Welch. 

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Welch, 
seconded  and  passed  unanimously: 

(1)  RESOLVED,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  Staff  Association  be  amended  particularly  in  the  matter  of  the 
election  of  the  Executive  committee  (Article  VIII)  and  their  terms  of 
office  (Article  IX) 

(2)  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a  committee  to  formulate  such 
amendments  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  committee  for 
1933-1934.

Whereas  the  present  crisis  in  economic  conditions  makes  it  ne- 
cessary to  reinterpret  standards  in  professional  work  as  well  as  in 
business  and  industry;  and 

whereas  the  librarian,  in  common  with  employes  in  business  and 
industry,  is  dependent  upon  an  institution  for  the  practise  of  his 
profession; 

therefore  be  it  resolved  that  we,  the  First  District  of  the 
California  Library  Association — 

1.  feel  that  it  is  incumbent  on  the  American  Library  Association 
at  this  time  not  only  to  clarify  the  position  of  the  library  among 
other  social  institutions  but  to  clarify  and  fortify  the  position  of 
the  professional  librarian  within  the  institution  itself; 

2.  recommend  that  the  executive  board  of  the  California  Library 
Association  request  the  American  Library  Association  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  be  composed  of  representatives  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  and  from  various  professional  ranks  to  draft  a  code  of  pro- 
fessional standards  and  ethics,  such  code  to  be  compiled,  at  least  in 
part,  from  recommendations  from  committees  and  meetings  of  local  li- 
brary associations  and  to  be  reported  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  American  Library  Association  for  national  adoption;  and  further 

3.  recommend  that  the  American  Library  Association  take  immediate 
action  to  enforce  the  resulting  national  code  by  such  means  as  may  ap- 
pear to  be  most  effective  for  this  purpose. 


SAN  FRaKCIbCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Assocaition 
for  the  past  year,  October  1934-  October  1935. 

Constitution 


The  new  constitution  drawn  up  by  the  last  Executive  Committee 
»as  voted  upon  and  carried  with  the  exception  of  Article  III, 
deleting  to  Sues.    The  Emergency  Fund  was  voted  out.   Suggestions 
md  votes  written  in  indicated  that  the  majority  were  in  favor  of 
jontinuing  the  Social  Fund  Dues.   These  suggestions  were  turned 
>ver  to  the  Advisory  Committee  which  recommended  that  they  be 
Included  in  the  constitution  without  being  put  to  a  further  vote, 
since  the  adopting  of  them  does  not  change  the  sense  of  the 
sonstitution  but  tends  to  clarify  it. 

Article  III  as  re-worded  reads:  Dues  are  to  be  ten  cents  monthly 
jaid  into  the  Social  Fund.   The  moneys  of  the  Social  Fund  shall  be 
cept  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Library. 

Christmas  Party 
An  evening  Christmas  party  for  the  entire  staff  was  held  at  the 
'Iain  Library  under  the  direction  of  the  Social  Committee.   Funds 
for  the  party  were  obtained  by  raffling  a  basket  of  groceries  donated 
jy  the  members  of  the  staff. 

SOCIAL  FUND  GUIDE 
The  Social  Committee  assisted  by  members  of  former  committees  drew 
ip  a  scale  of  amounts  to  be  expended  from  the  Social  Fund  for  gifts 
md  flowers.    This  scale  was  graduated  according  to  length  of 
3ervice  in  the  library. 


FEDERATION  OF  I.UHICIPAL  EMPLOYEES 

A  vote  was  taken  regarding  membership  in  the  Federation  of 
Municipal  Employees  and  the  disposal  of  the  remainder  of  the 
Emergency  Fund.   It  wss  decided  that  membership  in  the  Federation 
should  be  voluntary  and  individual,  and  the  remaining  money  amount- 
ing to  |      he  given  to  the  Federation,  which  was  done. 

The  LINK.  STAFF  NEWSPAPER 


The  Link,  the  staff  newspaper  was  put  on  a  subscription  basis  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  year,  subscriptions  being  voluntary.  Emmett 
Sullivan  was  appointed  business  manager. 

CERTIFICATION 


The  C.L.A.  Committee  on  Library  Standards  had  drawn  up  require- 
ments for  certification  of  librarians,  to  be  adopted  at  their  annual 
meeting  in  Sacramento  in  June.   Changes  had  been  made  in  their 
former  standards,  which  made  it  impossible  for  many  members  of  our 
staff  to  ualify.   Letters  v/ere  exchanged  between  the  Executive 
and  Advisory  Committees  and  the  various  committees  of  the  C.L.  A., 
asking  for  consideration  in  this  matter  and  also  that  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  have  representation  on  some  of  the  committees 
of  the  C.L.A.   Both  these  matters  were  acted  upon  favorably  at  the 
Sacramento  meeting  and"all  non-certificated  librarians  holding 
positions  in  California  in  May  1934  may  apply  for  certification  under 
the  certification  rules  at  that  time." 

Miss  Jessica  i'redricks  was  elected  2  Vice-President  of  the  C.L.A. 
and  is  chairman,  ex-officio  on  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Miss  Anita  Levy  was  appointed  to  the  Committee  on  Education  for 
Librarianship.

than  we,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  scale  of  salaries 
does  not  compare  proportionately  with  tlnawc  vf   other  city 
employees  performing  comparable  work,  we  a3k  that      .ant 
us  consideration  in  this  matter,  whereby  our  present  salaries 
may  be  increased.

IN  THE  LIBRARY  WORLD 


Librarians  have  been  accused  of  possessing  little 
creative  ability.   This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that 
they  are  too  enmeshed  in  routine  work  or  too  busy  serving 
as  custodians  of  the  works  of  others  to  make  any  outstand- 
ing contributions  in  the  field  of  music,  art  or  literature. 
Yet  Librarians  have  at  their  disposal,  for  inspiration,  all 
the  great  books  of  the  past  and  the  worth  while  books  of 
the  present  written  on  these  subjects.   That  Librarians 
cannot  create  was  somewhat  disproved  by  the  Staff  Arts  and 
Crafts  Exhibit  held  recently  at  the  San  Francisco,  Califor- 
nia, Public  Library. 

The  staff  of  the  Library  is  organized  like  most  large 
library  staffs.   One  of  the  objects  of  the  organization, 
besides  the  professional  betterment  of  its  members,  is  to 
encourage  their  cultural  and  artistic  talents.   Just  how  to 
do  this  was  a  problem  until  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibit  was 
decided  upon. 

Portrrits,  landscapes  and  still  life  paintings  vied 
with  fire  screens,  hammered  copper  work,  and  tapestries  for 
first  honors.   Leathercraft ,  embroidery,  weaving,  jewelry, 
and  woodwork,  all  were  to  be  seen  in  various  outstanding 
articles,  all  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  craftsmanship. 
There  were  a  surprisingly  large  number  of  exhibits  with  al- 
most every  Library  branch  and  department  represented. 

The  Exhibit  was  opened  to  the  staff  at  an  Informal  tea 
at  which  practically  the  entire  personnel  of  the  library  was 
present.   Votes  were  cast,  by  number  only,  for  the  favorite 
exhibit  in  each  group,  as  the  articles  had  been  entered  an- 
onymously, thereby  preserving  the  identity  of  the  contrib- 
utor and  no  doubt  serving  as  a  factor  in  the  spontaneous, 
generous  response  of  the  staff — another  characteristic  typ- 
ical of  the  self-effacing  Librarian.   The  cast  awards  were 
taken  from  the  staff  fund.   Sculpturing,  wood  blocking  and 
etchings  are  some  of  the  additional  mediums  promised  for 
next  year  as  already  popular  Interest  is  demanding  that  the 
Staff  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibit  be  an  annual  event.

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REGIONAL  BRANCHES 

Regional  branches  serve  as  auxiliaries 
to  the  main  library,  making  available 
at  strategic  points  facilities  and 
services  of  an  order  transcending  that 
of  local  branches.  A  regional  branch 
acts  as  advisory  and  supervisory  agent 
for  all  library  activities  within  its 
district,  branches,  deposit  stations, 
school  libraries,  etc.  It  assumes 
various  functions,  as  extension  read- 
er's advisor,  and  is  a  clearing  house 
for  pictures,  posters  and  pamphlets. 
Exhibits  are  planned  and  material  pro- 
vided for  branch  publicity.  It  serves 
as  a  laboratory  for  new  methods  in 
routine.  In  it  are  housed  a  complete 
set  of  bound  periodicals,  indexed  in 
the  Reader <s  Guide,  Chicago  furnishes 
a  good  example  of  this  system  of  li- 
brary administration.  We  could  imagine 
in  our  own  city  that  Richmond  would 
serve  as  regional  branch  for  Sunset, 
Anza,  Park  and  Presidio6  For  further 
details  read  Pearl  Field's  article  in 
Library  Journal  of  September,  1931.

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JUNE 
FORTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING 
OUTSTANDING  SUCCESS 
The  California  Library  Association  held 
its  fortieth  annual  meeting  at  Sacramento 
on  June  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  with  headquarters 
at  the  Hotel  Senator.  San  Francisco  was 
represented  by  numerous  members  of  the  • 
staff.  Outstanding  features  of  the  Con- 
vention, as  reported  by  members  of  the 
staff  were: 

Dr.  Paul  Rea,  curator  of  the  Santa  Barbara 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  showed  that 
the  museum  and  library  are  two  facets  in 
social  development.  Smaller  towns  have  a 
larger  ratio  of  attendance  in  proportion 
to  population.  There  are  many  competing 
interests  in  the  larger  communities,  the 
notable  exception  being  the  San  Francisco 
Museum,  which  has  an  astounding  patronage. 
In  his  talk  "Libraries  versus  Museums  as 
Social  Institutions"  Dr.  Rea  showed  that 
attendance  in  the  museums  and  circula- 
tion in  the  libraries  have  been  increased 
greatly  during  the  depression,  but  he 
questioned  whether  this  is  due  to  greater 
leisure  or  to  skill  and  efficiency.

Dur- 
ing the  intermission  the  Sacramento  Con- 
vention Ensfijnble  gave  a  concert,  and  the 
whole  evening  was  a  complete  success.

1935-1936  BUDGET  ADOPTED 
The  amount  of  $494,000  was  asked  for  the 
new  fiscal  year.  This  to  include  four 
new  branches,  at  West  Portal,  Parkside, 
Bernal  Heights  and  Visitacion  Valley. 
The  finance  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  reduced  this  amount  to 
$384,000,  making  the  library  budget  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  Mayor  generously 
added  $40,000  for  the  new  branches,  giv- 
ing the  library  the  entire  amount  of 
$424,092,  which  is  4  l/2  mills  on  the 
dollar.  The  selection  of  sites,  choosing 
of  the  book  collection,  the  outfitting  of 
the  branches,  and  the  appointment  of  new 
librarians  will  start  immediately. 

CERTIFICATION 

The  new  regulations  for  library  certifi- 
cation sent  out  in  May  caused  a  feeling 
of  consternation  among  some  members  of 
the  staff.  Various  individuals  and 
groups  decided  that  some  readjustment 
should  be  suggested  to  the  Committee  on 
Credentials.  The  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Staff  Association  sent  a  letter  pro- 
testing the  new  standard,  if  it  were  to 
apply  to  those  who  were  working  toward  a 
certificate  under  the  old  regulations. 
The  Advisory  Committee  also  sent  a  letter 
and  followed  up  with  another  communica- 
tion citing  individual  oases  affected.  A 
note,  too,  was  sent  to  Miss  Hitt,  presi- 
dent of  the  C.L.A.  asking  that  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  have  some  repre- 
sentation on  the  committees  of  the  C.L.A. 
during  the  coming  year.  The  result  of 
the  various  communications  served  to  prove 
to  Committee  on  Credentials  that  we  had 
a  very  just  cause  for  complaint.  The 
Committee  passed  a  resolution  taking  care 
of  all  members  entitled  to  a  certificate 
or  working  toward  that  goal.  Those  in- 
terested in  applying  for  a  certificate 
may  obtain  information  at  the  librarian's 
office  at  the  end  of  the  summer. 


The  pursuit  of  knowledge  develops  the 
gymnastic  in  us.  Mr,  Bynum  described  his 
adventures  in  collecting  Californiana  as 
a  series  of  leaps  from  town  to  town,  of 
climbs  up  attic  ladders  and  down  gloomy 
basement  stairs  -  of  ransacking  yellowed 
newspapers  long  forgotten  under  spidery 
eaves  -  of  unearthing  old  letters,  whose 
ink,  though  fading,  gives  vivid  pictures 
of  early  life  -  of  reading  ancient  dairies 
and  old  account  books,  of  interviewing 
venerable  patriarchs  whose  halting  memor- 
ies also  help  to  round  out  California's 
past.  No  clue  is  left  unsearched,  no 
hint  is  too  vague  to  be  followed.  Active 
though  the  work  may  be,  what  could  be 
more  interesting?

At  a  meeting  of  the  group  discussing  the 
Proposed  Code  of  Ethics,  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  word  "Fees"  (lines  19  and  20, 
page  2  and  lines  33  and  34  same  page)  was 
brought  under  consideration.  At  the  Gen- 
eral Session,  Friday  morning,  a  motion 
was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  code 
in  principle  only.  Under  discussion,  Mr. 
Kaiser  made  a  substitute  motion  that  the 
code  be  received  as  a  report  of  progress 
of  the  Committee  and  referred  back  to  the 
Committee  for  such  changes  as  seem  to  be 
advisable.   Seconded  by  Dr.  Hurt.   The 
motion  carried.  Miss  Susan  Smith  then 
made  a  motion  that  the  Committee  be  dis- 
missed and  a  standing  committee  of  a 
smaller  number  receive  the  text  and  sug- 
gestions made  to  change  and  amend.  The 
motion  carried.

As  a  result  of  the  survey  made  in  20  pub- 
lic libraries  in  the  state  by  the  Committee 
on  Education  for  Librarianship,  it  was 
shown  that  of  the  half  of  the  employees 
who  hold  professional  positions,  less  than 
a  third  are  library  school  graduates.  A 
resolution  was  drawn  to  be  presented  to 
the  C.L.A.,  first,  to  encourage  coopera- 
tion between  the  employing  libraries  and 
library  schools,  and  second,  to  foster  the 
holding  of  institutes,  courses,  seminars, 
etc.  to  produce  a  broader  outlook  and  to 
enlarge  professional  experience.

The  discussion  of  Library  Service  to 
Children  of  Elementary  School  Age  was  con- 
ducted by  the  panel  technique,  the  eight 
members  representing  the  rural  schools, 
county  and  municipal  libraries,  the  high 
school  library  and  the  library  school. 
The  chairman  reported  how  the  state  has 
attempted  to  stimulate  library  work  with 
children  by  the  publication  of  bulletins 
which  give  programs  of  book  selection, 
and  surveys  of  work  in  progress.  Miss 
Heffernan  stated  that  the  results  so  far 
have  been  favorable.  At  the  close  of  the 
meeting  the  panel  made  the  following 
recommendations:  Stimulate  the  discus- 
sion of  library  problems  in  work  with 
children  of  elementary  school  age,  in 
order  to  obtain  information  on  all  angles 
of  the  question;  Take  the  school  and  li- 
brary off  the  "competitive  basis"  as 
closer  co-operation  produces  more  far- 
reaching  results;  Prospective  teachers 
should  be  trained  in  library  standards, 
methods,  and  aims.

A  GLIMPSE  OF  SWITZERLAND 
The  Lake  of  Lucerne  is  perhaps  the  most 
mysterious  and  dramatic  of  the  Alpine  Lakes 
The  boat,  winds  in  and  out  along  the  lake 
and  every  time  it  turns  there  is  an  entire- 
ly new  picture  before  one's  eyes.  Pilatus 
and  Rigi  seem  to  guard  the  lake  like  two 
sentinels,  and  on  leaving  the  Bay  of  Luc- 
erne, the  steamer  heads  for  Meggeniiorn  and 
then  for  Weggis.  The  lake  forms  a  cross 
on  the  left  of  which  is  the  Bay  of 
Kussnacht,  and  on  the  right  the  Bay  of 
Alpnach.  Among  the  many  historical  points 
of  interest  are  Tell's  Chapel  and  the 
Schiller  Stein,  with  a  dedication  to  the 
poet  Schiller  dated  1859.  On  our  return 
journey  we  were  approaching  Tell's  Chapel 
when  the  sun  disappeared  and  within 
twenty  minutes  the  sky  was  quite  black, 
and  the  little  boat  was  tossing  froxa  side 
to  side.  The  lake  was  covered  with  white 
breakers  and  vivid  flashes  of  lightning 
forked  thru  the  darkness,  peals  of  thunder 
echoed  and  re-echoed  among  the  mountains. 
It  was  a  magnificent  and  awe  inspiring 
scene,  and  laughter  and  voices  were  hushed 
asthe  storm  increased  in  fury.  Just  as 
suddenly  as  it  had  come,  the  rain  stopped 
and  gradually  the  peals  of  thunder  grew 
less  frequent.  Half  an  hour  later  the 
lake  was  calm,  and  blue  again.  As  we 
sailed  into  Lucerne  Pilatus  was  enshroud- 
ed in  golden  mist,  and  the  landscape  was 
flooded  with  the  crimson  glow  of  sunset.

We  are  one  of  the  contributor's  to  the 
Wilson  Bulletin's  "WHAT  IS  BEING  READ 
IN  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES ",-  a  monthly  report 
from  the  leading  public  libraries. 
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A  VISITING  LIBRARIAN  and  the  NATIONAL 
LIBRARY  OF  MEXICO 

Diligent  searching  on  a  rather 
dilapidated  map  revealed  that  the  Nat- 
ional Library  of  Mexico  was  located  at 
the  intersection  of  two  quite  unpro- 
nounceable streets. 

After  successfully  evading  sellers 
of  lottery  tickets,  of  which  there  were 
thousands,  little  boys  wanting  pennies, 
and  elegant  youths  with  neat  mustaches, 
the  Visiting  Librarian  arrived  at  a 
large  building,  scarred  by  time,  and 
surrounded  by  a  tall  fence  in  a  garden 
of  shrubs. 

Entering,  the  V. L.  turned  to  the 
right,  recognizing  a  friendly  room  of 
catalog  cabinets.   She  pulled  out  a 
drawer  experimentally,  but  a  figure 
crossed  the  room  immediately,  warning 
her  in  rapid  Spanish,  that  the  trays 
must  be  taken  to  a  table. 

The  V. L.  grasped  the  first  tray  at 
hand  and  carried  it  to  a  table,  trying 
to  appear  as  if  "calle"  and  "cafe™  were 
exactly  what  she  was  looking  for. 

Her  next  venture  was  an  immense 
room,  at  either  end  of  which  sat  grim 
custodians,  ' de  los  libros' ,  with  pierc- 
ing black  eyes.   At  strategic  points 
around  the  room  were  seated  other  guard- 
ians ,  somewhat  minor  custodians,  no 
doubt,  with  possibly  less  piercing  gleams 
in  their  not  quite  so  dark  eyes. 

The  books  were  shelved  in  high  cases, 
reaching  almost  to  the  ceiling,  each  case 
equipped  with  a  wire  mesh  door,  which  was 
firmly  closed. 

As  far  as  the  V.L.  could  ascertain, 
the  books  ran  alphabetical,  without  regard 
for  subject,  since  Jack  London  reclined 
next  to  an  author  of  a  book  on  science, 
his  name  beginning  with  *L" ,  while  Jules 
Verne  was  flanked  on  either  side  by  auth- 
ors who  had  nothing  in  common  except  the 
first  initial  of  their  last  name. 

After  circling  the  room,  the  V.L. 
reached  the  entrance,  guarded  by  a  spec- 
ially fearsome  potentate,  evidently  the

generalissimo  of  all  of  the  custodians. 
The  V.L.  was  torn  between  immediately 
emptying  the  contents  of  her  purse  and 
coat  pockets,  or  making  a  dash  for  the 
door. 

Her  better  judgement  came  to  her 
rescue,  and  she  lavished  what  she  hoped 
was  a  superior  smile  upon  the  grim  one, 
and  departed. 

The  upper  part  of  the  library  was 
undergoing  repairs,  so  it  was  not  with 
regret  that  the  V.L.  sought  the  morning 
sunshine  of  the  beautiful  city  of  Mexico. 

Sometimes  when  the  public  frown  and 
fuss  about  closed  stacks  and  "red-tape", 
the  librarian,  no  longer  visiting,  smiles 
and  thinks  of  the  carefully  closed  wire- 
meshed  doors,  and  the  piercing  suspicious 
eyes  of  the  National  Library  of  Mexico.

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  cordial  letter 
of  thanks  from  the  Librarian  of  the  Free 
Library  of  Philadelphia  for  placing  his 
library  on  our  mailing  list. 


An  interesting  collection  of  books 
was  presented  to  the  library  by  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Pan  American  Associa- 
tion.  The  volumes  were  accepted  for  the 
Library  by  His  Honor  Mayor  Angelo  Rossi. 


The  Tourist  and  Convention  Bureau  have 
been  asked  to  invite  the  American  Library 
Association  and  the  California  Library 
Association  to  hold  their  respective  con- 
ventions in  San  Francisco  during  the 
Fair  year. 


A  large  number  of  the  professional  staff 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  First  Dis- 
trict C.  L.  A.  in  March. 


FIFTY-EIGHT  YEARS  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  first  Free  Public  Library  in  San 
Francisco  was  made  possible  by  an  act  of 
Legislature  in  1878,  which  authorized  the 
creation  of  libraries  in  general  in 
California.  Thus  this  Library  was  the 
first  Public  Library  in  the  state.   The 
library  opened  in  June  of  the  same  year 
in  Bush  Street ,  between  Kearny  and  Dupont 
(now  Grant  Avenue). 

The  Supervisors  allowed  a  budget  of 
$24,000,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  bought 
6,000  books,  rented  Pacific  Hall  at  the 
above  location  and  appointed  Albert  Hart 
librarian. 

The  first  Board  of  Trustees  was  com- 
posed of  eleven  notable  men,  Henry  George, 
John  S.  Hager,  A.  S.  Hallidie,  A.  H. 
Moulder,  George  H.  Rogers,  E.  D.  Sawyer, 
Irving  M.  Scott,  Louis  Sloss,  C.C.  Terrill, 
R.  J.  Tobin  and  John  H.  Wise. 

The  first  library  was  a  reading  room 
only,  and  books  were  not  allowed  to  cir- 
culate,, but  the  use  was  so  tremendous 
(it  was  reported  that  in  the  twenty-one 
days  after  opening  16,000  visits  were  made) 
that  the  budget  was  immediately  doubled 
and  the  number  of  volumes  increased  to 
30,000.   However,  it  was  not  until  the 
fiscal  year  1880-1881  that  books  were 
allowed  out  for  home  use.   The  statistics 
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FIFTY-EIGHT  YEARS  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  (cont'd) 

for  this  year  showed  a  circulation  of 
354,000  books  and  10,500  cardholders,  a 
phenomenal  growth  in  three  years.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  found  it  of  interest  to 
report  that  in  the  first  year  only  one- 
fifty-seventh  of  the  patrons  were  females, 
but  in  the  seoond  year  the  proportion  rose 
to  one-twenty-fifth. 

Mr.  Hart  resigned  as  Librarian  in  1879 
and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  C.K.  Robinson. 
Mr.  Robinson  served  for  six  months  only, 
and  in  June  1880  Mr.  Fred  B.  Perkins, 
formerly  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  was 
appointed  to  the  Librarianship. 

In  1880  it  was  found  necessary  to  close 
the  library  for  the  months  of  November  and 
December  due  to  the  smallpox  epidemic. 

In  the  Librarian's  report  for  1882  we 
find  the  pessimistic  assertion  that  it 
would  be  only  a  matter  of  time  before  the 
entire  Library  collection  would  be  burned, 
as  the  California  Theatre  was  next  door, 
and  in  the  mind  of  Mr.  Perkins,  the  aver- 
age theatre  burned  down  within  seven 
years  of  its  opening.   Here  we  find  the 
very  beginnings  of  the  urge  for  a  separate 
library  building  which  was  not  accomplish- 
ed until  after  the  fire  and  earthquake  of 
1906.   It  was  also  in  1882  that  we  find 
slippers  had  to  be  supplied  to  the  page 
boys  because  they  made  so  much  noise 
clattering  up  and  down  the  stairs  to  get 
books. 

From  this  date  until  1887  the  ever- 
present  cry  was  for  a  larger  appropria- 
tion to  enable  moving  into  larger  and 
safer  quarters.   In  1888  John  Vance  Cheney,

a  poet  originally  from  Boston,  was 
appointed  librarian,  and  the  first 
Branch  Library  was  opened  in  Mission 
Street,  near  22nd  Street. 

In  1889  the  Library  removed  to  its 
long  fought-for  quarters  in  the  New 
City  Hall.   But  even  here  conditions 
were  not  perfect;  the  accommodations 
were  insufficient  and  the  budget  woe- 
fully small.   Two  more  branches  were 
opened,  -  Potrero,  Branch  2,  on  the 
corner  of  Kentucky  and  Butte  Streets, 
and  North  Beach,  Branch  3,  at  1801 
Stockton  Street.   In  1890,  Branch  1 
started  what  was  to  be  an  almost  con- 
tinuous state  of  moving.  This  time 
they  went  to  1108  Valencia  Street,  near 
22nd  Street.   During  the  next  three 
years  the  major  interest  seems  to  lie 
in  the  completion  of  the  book  catalogs, 
under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Rudolph. 

In  October  1891,  the  American  Library 
Association  held  its  annual  meeting  in 
San  Francisco,  and  great  impetus  was 
added  to  library  interest. 

Mr.  C.  Stevens,  who  had  been  secre- 
tary for  seven  years,  died,  and  was 
replaced  by  Mr.  E.  B.  Early,  who  in 
rapid  succession  was  replaced  by  Mr. 
E.  J.  Casey.   The  next  five  or  six 
years  find  Mr.  Casey  being  congratulated 
yearly  on  his  earnest  efforts  to  curb 
book  stealing. 

In  1893,  Branch  4,  was  opened  at  809 
Point  Lobos  Avenue  (now  Geary  Boulevard). 
Mr.  Rudolph,  the  assistant  librarian 
in  charge  of  the  Catalog  department, 
invented  a  revolving  catalog  called, 
"The  Rudolph  Continuous  Index",  and  this 
was  installed  in  the  Main  Library,  where 
it  was  used  for  many  years. 

The  Library  also  was  in  a  high  state 
of  anticipation  over  the  prospect  of 
moving  into  its  new  home  in  the 
McAllister  Street  wing  of  the  City  Hall. 
This  was  accomplished  in  1894.   The  re- 
port states,  "The  City  has  supplied 
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FIFTY-EIGHT  YEARS  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  (cont'd) 

the  Library  with  commodious  quarters 
elegantly  fitted  up,  but  for  some  unex- 
plained reason  the  elevator  was  not  put 
in  the  City  Hall.   Commissioners  and 
readers  must  either  climb  or  quit  borrow- 
ing. Many  of  the  female  borrowers  have 
been  reluctantly  compelled  to  forego  the 
advantages  of  the  Library  on  this  account, 
the  falling  off  in  the  lady  visitors  be- 
ing over  twenty  per  cent. ■ 

In  1894  the  total  number  on  the  staff, 
including  pages,  was  38. 

Now  that  the  Library  was  safely  in- 
stalled in  -the  City  Hall,  the  agitation 
for  a  separate  building  was  recommenced. 
In  1895,  both  Mr.  Cheney  and  Mr.  Rudolph 
resigned  to  take  positions  in  the  New- 
berry Library,  and  Mr.  George  T.  Clark, 
then  assistant  State  Librarian  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  position  of  Librarian, 
with  Mr.  Joy  Lichtenstein  as  assistant 
librarian. 

Commencing  with  January  1895,  the 
Monthly  Bulletin  of  accessions  to  the 
Library  was  published.   This  publication 
was  continued  until  1933  when  the  de- 
pleted budget  made  it  necessary  to  dis- 
continue.  In  this  year  (1895)  the 
Periodical  room  first  opened  to  the 
public. 

In  1895,  Mr.  George  A.  iiullin  became 
secretary  to  the  library  and  oontinued 
in  that  capacity  for  thirty- seven  years. 
During  this  year.  Branch  5,  then  called 
the  Phelan  Branch,  was  opened  at  720 
Harrison  Street,  Branch  3  removed  to 
1505  Powell  Street.   In  October,  the 
Juvenile  Department  first  opened,  in  the 
North  Gallery  of  the  Library,  with  a 
collection  of  about  3,000  volumes. 

In  1897  we  find  a  notation  that,  "the 
elevator  has  Cinally  been  installed  and 
the  circulation  is  increasing".   For  the 
first  time  open  shelves  were  used. 

In  this  year  (1897)  Branch  1  moved 
back  again  to  Mission  Street.   Branch  4 
also  moved  into  larger  quarters  on  Fourth 
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Avenue  near  Clement  Street.   In  May, 
1898,  Branch  6  was  opened  on  Fillmore 
Street  near  California  Street, 

In  1901,  Mayor  James  D.  Phelan  made  a 
gift  to  the  Library  of  a  building  for 
Branch  5  in  the  vicinity  of  South  Park. 
The  Carnegie  Foundation  also  .nade  an 
offer  to  the  city  of  $750,000  for  library 
buildings. 

In  1902  Branch  2  removed  to  Noe  Street 
near  Sixteenth  Street.   Andred  J.McCreery 
generously  gave  the  city  $45,000  for  a 
new  building  for  this  branch,  and  work 
was  begun.   During  the  year  five  deposit 
stations  were  set  up,  -  Ocean  View, 
Potrero,  Noe  Valley,  Sunset  and  South 
San  Francisco,  and  in  1903  another  was 
started  in  Polk  Street. 

About  this  time,  Mme.  Tojetti  urged 
the  beginning  of  a  Music  library. 

In  1905  there  were  two  additional  de-»- 
posit  stations,  one  at  Oceans ide  and  one 
in  the  Rialto  Building  on  Mission  and  New 
Montgomery  Streets.   In  this  year  the 
site  for  the  new  Library  building  was 
selected  and  after  carefully  considering 
many  locations,  the  block  from  Van  Ness 
Avenue  to  Franklin  Street,  between  Fell 
and  Hayes  Streets  was  chosen  as  most 
suitable,  and  prospects  for  the  new 
Library  seemed  very  promising. 

The  destruction  of  the  New  City  Hall 
in  1906  completely  destroyed  the  Main 
Library  collection,   Losses  were  incurred 
which,  at  the  time  seemed  irreparable,  - 
mainly  the  files  of  the  San  Francisco 
newspapers  and  periodicals.   North  Beach 
Branch  and  phelan  Branch  were  also  com- 
pletely destroyed,  as  were  two  of  the 
deposit  stations. 

At  the  Main  Library,  in  addition  to 
the  book,  pamphlet,  periodical  and  news- 
paper collections,  all  of  the  card  cata- 
logs and  shelf-lists,  the  complete 
records  of  the  library  were  lost.  2000 
books  at  the  Bindery  were  burned  and  of 
the  15,000  volumes  in  the  hands  of  borrow- 
ers only  1500  were  returned,  the  rest 
having  been  burned  or  lost.

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CERTIFICATION 
(Editorial) 

So  much  has  been  said  pro  and  con  con- 
cerning certification,  that  we  feel  a 
certain  amount  of  light  should  be  thrown 
on  the  matter,  since  it  is  a  subject  very- 
close  to  the  heart  of  each  individual  in 
the  library. 

Every  member  of  the  staff  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  is  no  doubt  in 
favor  of  certification,  but  few  serious- 
minded  librarians  are  in  favor  of  the 
proposed  amendment  as  it  now  stands. 

Several  members  of  the  staff  attended 
the  convention  of  the  C.L.A.  in  Coronado 
this  spring.  Some  spoke  on  the  proposed 
amendment,  pointing  out  various  articles 
which  were  faulty  or  would  work  havoc  if 
certain  libraries  were  made  to  enforce 
them. 

Delegates  from  libraries,  other  than 
our  own,  were  conscious  of  the  insidious 
construction  which  could  be  placed  upon 
certain  articles  of  the  amendment,  and 
raised  their  voices  in  protest. 

Unfortunately  no  argument  was  of  any 
avail,  and  the  amendment  as  it  now  stands 
was  voted  to  be  presented  before  the 
Legislature. 

To  the  suggestion  that  the  amendment 
be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Association 


to  obtain  an  individual  vote,  those 
present  turned  a  deaf  ear,  stating  it 
was  not  possible  according  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Association. 

However,  they  offered  to  submit  the 
amendment  to  each  member  for  an  opinion, 
but  very  definitely  stated  that  the 
written  opinion,  even  if  a  majority  were 
not  in  favor  of  the  amendment  as  it  now 
stands,  would  not  change  their  course  in 
presenting  the  amendment. 

At  two  meetings,  one  before  the  con- 
vention and  one  afterwards,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  S.F.P.L.  Staff  Associa- 
tion went  very  thoroughly  into  the 
amendment  as  it  now  stands ,  and  was 
unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  amend- 
ment would  be  totally  unsuited  for  the 
certification  of  librarians  in  any  large 
municipal  library. 

Since  certification  is  so  desirable 
for  a  library  staff,  it  is  with  regret 
that  we  view  the  evidently  hastily 
assembled  amendment  which  the  C.L.A. 
wishes  to  present  to  the  Legislature. 

It  is  assumed  that  our  own  library 
could  not  be  governed  by  the  amendment, 
even  if  it  were  passed,  since  wc  function 
under  a  city  charter,  but  there  is  always 
the  danger  that  an  amendment  to  the 
charter  might  make  it  possible  for  us  to 
be  governed  by  the  proposed  amendment. 
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FIFTY-EIGHT  YEARS  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY. ..Part  II 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  1906, 
the  Library  found  itself  without  a  Main 
Library,  and  with  only  25,000  volumes  in 
the  four  remaining  branches  and  deposit 
stations. 

Branch  1  had  to  be  closed  almost  immed- 
iately because  the  owners  of  the  building 
realized  that  they  could  demand  a  higher 
rental  than  the  library  could  afford,  and 
the  branch  had  to  be  vacated. 

Branch  2  was  so  seriously  injured  by 
the  earthquake  that  one  wall  was  taken 
down  and  rebuilt.   This  branch  was  then 
chosen  by  the  Trustees  as  the  temporary 
Main  Library.  While  it  was  being  repair- 
ed, Branch  6  was  used  for  Main  headquart- 
ers.  Branch  1  was  moved  again,  and  re- 
opened in  a  rented  building  on  23rd 
Street  near  Mission  Street. 

At  this  time  the  Librarian  noted  with 
great  pleasure  the  generous  and  practical 
assistance  offered  by  many  librarians  and 
private  individuals.   Most  interesting  was 
a  gift  of  a  sum  of  money  made  by  the  Staff 
of  the  Cleveland  Public  Library  for  the 
benefit  of  such  staff  members  as  might 
need  assistance. 

By  June  1907,  the  temporary  building  on 
Hayes  Street  near  Franklin  had  been  started 
and  was  expected  to  be  ready  for  use  in 
1908. 

A  large  gift  of  music  from  the  Schirmer 
Music  Library  in  Boston  formed  the  nucleus 
of  the  present  music  collection.   Mme. 
Tojetti  gave  the  library  a  generous  gift 
of  music  scores  which  are  now  difficult, 
if  not  impossible  to  obtain.   Mr.  Julian 
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Waybur  was  most  helpful  with  advice  and 
help  in  the  re-establishment  of  the  Music 

Department. 

Mr.  Clark  resigned  in  this  year,  and 
was  replaced  by  Mr.  William  W.  Watson, 
also  former  assistant  State  Librarian. 

In  1908  the  temporary  Main  Library 
building  was  opened,  and  Branch  3,  North  j 
Beach,  was  re-opened.   Two  new  stations, 
were  established,  one  at  Glen  Park  and 
one  in  Visitacion  Valley.  Mission  Branch 
again  took  up  its  wanderings,  and  this 
time  moved  to  1207  Valencia  Street. 

In  1909 ,  Branch  5  was  opened  in  Page 
Street,  near  Cole  Street,  where  a  per- 
manent building  was  erected,  and  the  name 
changed  to  Park  Branch. 

By  1910  three  more  deposit  stations 
had  been  opened,  in  San  Bruno,  Union 
Street  and  Mission  Street.   At  this  time 
there  were  on  the  staff  thirty-nine  em- 
ployees on  full-time  and  eleven  on  part- 
time,  including  the  pages. 

For  the  next  few  years  the  burning 
question  was  the  location  of  the  new  li- 
brary building,  and  finally  the  lot  on 
Hayes  and  Franklin  Streets  (where  the 
High  School  of  Commerce  now  stands)  was 
transferred  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  exchange  for  one  at  the  Civic  Center 
on  the  site  of  the  old  City  Hall.   In 
1913  plans  were  invited  in  competition. 

Due  to  ill  health,  Mr.  Watson  resigned 
in  March  1912,  and  Mr.  Robert  Rea,  a 
native  son,  was  appointed  acting  librar- 
ian.  In  1913  Mr.  Rea  was  made  Librarian, 
and  has  faithfully  and  successfully  held 
that  position  since. 

When  the  Carnegie  Foundation  offered 
the  Library  $750,000  for  Library  build- 
ings it  was  on  the  stipulation  that 
half  of  the  money  bo  used  for  Branch 
buildings.   The  first  branch  building 
to  be  built  with  this  money  was  Richmond 
Branch,  on  Ninth  Avenue,  between  Geary 
Boulevard  and  Clement  Street.

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At  this  time  appropriations  were  made 
for  new  branch  buildings  in  the  Mission, 
Noe  Valley,  Golden  Gate  Valley  and  Sunset 
Districts,  also  to  be  constructed  with 
Carnegie  money. 

In  1915 «  the  ground  was  broken  for  the 
Main  Library;  also  in  this  year  the  per- 
manent home  of  the  wandering  Branch  1  was 
started.  In  1916  Noe  Valley  was  housed 
in  its  own  building,  and  the  branches  for 
Sunset  and  Golden  Gate  Valley  were  start- 
ed. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  1917  was 
the  completion  of  the  Main  Library  and 
its  dedication  on  February  15.   This 
building  took  two  years  to  construct,  and 
the  cost,  including  the  furniture  and 
equipment  was  $1,152,000.  of  which 
$778,720  was  supplied  by  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  and  $375,000  by  the  Carnegie 
Foundation. 

The  library  was  closed  for  two  weeks 
only  while  the  move  was  made,  and  at  last 
the  entire  collection,  including  the  ma- 
terial stored  at  the  Park  and  McCreery 
Branches  was  under  one  roof  and  available 
to  the  public.   For  the  first  time  since 
the  foundation  of  the  library,  it  was 
possible  to  shelve  the  whole  collection 
at  once. 

The  growth  of  the  library  now  entered 
upon  a  steady  incline  and  the  next  ten 
years  showed  tremendous  ramifications  of 
the  system. 

In  1918  two  large  permanent  Branch 
buildings  were  finished,  one  on  18th  Ave. 
and  Irving  Street  for  the  Sunset  District 
and  one  on  Green  and  Octavia  Streets,  the 
Golden  Gate  Valley  Branch.   The  library 
service  was  crippled  during  this  year  by 
the  influenza  epidemic,  and  the  entire 
system  was  closed  to  the  public  for  sev- 
eral weeks. 

In  1921  two  more  permanent  buildings 
were  constructed,  -  North  Beach  on  Powell 
near  Washington,  and  Presidio  on  Sacra* 
mento  near  Baker.  These  two  branches 
were  the  last  branches  to  be  built  with 
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Carnegie  money.   A  steady  increase  in 
circulation  and  cardholders  was  an  im- 
mediate effect  of  the  expansion  of  th6 
Branch  system. 

In  1924  the  Sutro  Branch  of  the  State 
Library  was  housed  in  the  Main  Library 
and  has  been  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
institution  since,  their  collection  be- 
ing a  splendid  supplement  to  the  library's 
own  collection. 

In  1925  two  small  branches  were  opened, 
Excelsior  on  Ocean  Avenue  and  Ingelside 
in  Ashton  Avenue. 

In  1926,  Mr.  Albert  Bender  was  instru- 
mental in  forming  the  Max  Kuhl  Collection, 
containing  items  of  rare  books  and  es- 
pecially examples  of  very  fine  printing. 
In  the  collection,  among  other  volumes, 
are  the  Kelmscott  Chaucer  and  the  Dove's 
Press  Bible,  the  Ashendene  Spenser,  and 
pages  from  the  first  and  second  folio 
Shakespeare. 

In  1926  Ocean  View  became  a  Branch  and 
in  1927  Glen  Park  and  Bay  View  opened 
their  doors  to  the  public.  The  Portola 
Branch  was  inaugurated  in  1928. 

The  Library  in  1929  opened  a  branch 
in  the  Russ  Building  devoted  entirely 
to  business  literature  and  magazines. 

■fflhen  ex-Senator  Phelan  died  in  1930, 
he  left  a  sum  of  money  to  the  Library, 
which  the  Commissioners  voted  to  use  in 
establishing  a  collection  of  Californiana 
as  a  memorial  to  him.   In  the  collection 
are  many  first  editions  and  original 
manuscripts  of  California  writers. 

Anza  Branch,  the  first  permanent 
branch  building  to  be  erected  since  1918, 
opened  In  April  1932,  on  33rd  Avenue  near 
Anza  Street. 

In  December  1932  Mr.  George  A.  Mull  in 
died  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Harold  C. 
Simpson. 

In  December  1934,  the  Visitacion 
deposit  station  was  made  into  a  Branch 
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library,  and  in  1936  three  new  branches 
were  opened,  -  Parkside  in  January,  West 
Portal  in  March  and  Bernal  in  April. 

The  present  Board  of  Commissioners  is 
composed  of  Mrs.  Gertrude  Atherton,  Mr. 
Albert  M.  Bender,  Mrs.  Eustace  Cullinan, 
Mr.  Frank  P.  Deering,  Mr.  R.  B.  Hale,  Mr. 
George  YiT.  Kelham,  Miss  Eugenie  Lacoste, 
Mr.  Edward  F.  O'Day,  Mr.  Thomas  Rolph, 
Mr.  John  J.  Ryan,  and  Mr.  William  R.K. 
Young. 

And  so,  in  fifty-eight  years  of  service 
to  the  public,  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  has  grown  from  its  humble  begin- 
nings in  Pacific  Hall  to  a  highly  organ- 
ized efficient  system. 

It  has  grown  from  a  collection  of  6,000 
to  one  of  483,803;  from  10,000  cardholders 
to  130,000  and  from  a  staff  of  three  to  a 
staff  of  eighty  full  time  professional 
assistants,  seventeen  full  time  technical 
assistants,  fifty-seven  part  time  workers 
and  thirty-three  pages;  and  it  has  grown 
from  one  small  reading  room  to  an  organi- 
zation composed  of  the  Main  Library, 
twenty- one  branches  and  five  deposit  sta- 
tions. . .  .F.K.L.

THE  COUNTRY  OF  "GONE  \7ITH  THE  Y/IND" 

Opinion  regarding  "the  south"  is 
largely  determined,  at  least  by  those 
who  arc  not  inhabitants ,  by  whether  or 
not  Margaret  Mitchell's  saga,  "Gone 
"With  the  "Wind"  has  been  read. 

The  home  of  Rhett  Butler,  Charleston, 
is  perhaps  the  most  aristocratic  city 
in  the  south.   Indeed  it  is  quite  im- 
possible to  Lmagine  a  more  exquisite 
spot.   Immense  colonial  mansions ,  digni- 
fied and  aged,  are  buried  in  gardens  of 
semi-tropical  shrubs  and  flowers.  Rarely 
are  there  more  than  two  houses  in  one 
block,  and  each  home  is  of  different 
architecture,  that  is  an  individual  in- 
terpretation of  the  colonial  and  post- 
colonial  periods. 

Throughout  the  day  all  of  the  gates  in 
Charleston  are  ajar,  the  famous  hospital- 
ity of  the  south  is  an  intrinsic  part  of 
the  charm  of  Charleston. 

But  with  all  of  the  beauty  and  air  of 
graceful  living,  Charleston  is  haunted, 
as  is  all  of  the  South,  by  a  sense  of  de- 
feat.  So  very  much  belongs  to  the  past, 
a  past  so  colored  by  the  tragedy  of  the 
Civil  17ar,  that  the  present  is  almost 
intangible. 

But  Atlanta,  the  city  of  many  of  the 
escapades  of  Scarlet  O'Hara,  has  caught 
some  of  the  rush  and  bustle  of  the  North. 
Here  there  is  competition.  Merchants 
display  signs,  advertising  soles  and 
bargains.   However  the  salesladies  have 
no  high-powered  sales  talk  in  their  soft 
drawling  voices,  and  in  the  stores  social 
conversation  is  still  a  fine  art,  and 
time  of  very  small  importance.   One  would 
not  be  surprised  at  all  to  see  Scarlatt 
and  Aunt  Pitypat  scrolling  among  the 
great  bolts  of  silk  and  yardage  materials 

The  country  outside  of  Atlanta,  the 
beloved  Tara-country  has  been  well  des- 
cribed by  Margaret  Mitchell.   Great 
rolling  green  hills  with  the  eternal

tall  thin  pine  trees,  lush  long  ^rass 
and  cotton  everywhere. 

Following  the  march  of  Sherman's 
soldiers  from  Atlanta  to  the  sea. 
Savannah  is  reached.   It  is  said,  and 
with  evident  truth,  that  there  are  more 
negroes  than  whites  in  Savannah.  Bright 
purple  blouses  with  vivid  green  skirts 
are  not  unusual  on  the  women,  many  of 
whom  carry  enormous  baskets  on  their 
heads  with  amazing  ease.   The  men  affect 
multi-colored  neckties,  extremely  yellow 
shoes,  if  any,  and  straw  hats  of  every 
conceiveable  shape  and  condition. 

The  negro  in  the  south  is  a  happy 
soul ,  ready  to  break  into  a  dance  for 
a  few  pennies,  or  carry  a  package,  "jes 
•cause  I  likes  to  tote  for  the  boss". 
And  "the  boss"  treats  the  negro  with 
kindness  and  consideration  seldom  seen 
outside  of  the  south. 

Everywhere  one  hears  "Here,  boy", 
when  a  negro's  attention  is  to  be  at- 
tracted.  If  an  errand  is  to  be  done, 
the  negro  must  be  told  simply,  slowly 
and  very  clearly.   Otherwise  no  one  knows 
what  the  negro  may  decide  what  the  boss 
meant.   In  some  localities  it  is  impos- 
sible to  understand  the  negro  dialect. 
This  is  particularly  true  just  outside 
Charleston,  where  the  Gullah  dialect  is 
used,  and  often  the  residents  themselves 
are  unable  to  make  out  what  the  negro 
is  talking  about. 

The  food  in  the  south  is  a  delight, 
and  extremely  reasonable.  Fried  chicken, 
like  no  one  but  a  darkey  can  fry  it, 
corn  pone,  guava  jelly,  yams,  peach  pie 
and  coffee  might  be  fifty  cents,  probably 
less,  and  the  service  is  excellent  and 
uniformly  clean. 

■While  all  of  the  larger  cities  have 
public  libraries,  the  south  has  yet  to 
make  progress  in  the  library  world. 
According  to  Edgar  W.  Knight  in  his  essay 


on  education,  the  Southern  states  rank 
almost  at  the  bottom  in  national  stan- 
dards for  libraries.   He  further  states 
that  in  the  entire  South,  fifty  counties 
have  county  library  service,  while  in 
California  alone,  forty-six  out  of 
fifty-eight  have  county  library  privi- 
leges. 

But  the  South  is  not  to  be  the  sub- 
ject of  dispair,  for  in  the  last  few 
years  the  people  of  the  south  have  to 
some  degree  awakened  from  the  apathetic 
attitude  which  has  engulfed  them  since 
the  Civil  War. 

Much  credit  for  this  new  conscious- 
ness must  be  given  to  the  writers  of 
this  section.   James  Branch  Cabell, 
Julia  Peterkin,  Dubose  Heyward,  T.  S. 
Stribling  and  others,  and  now  Margaret 
Mitchell  have  accomplished  more  than  any 
one  force  to  change  the  South. 

The  reason  probably  is  that  all  of 
the  writers  have  been  of  the  south  them- 
selves, and  the  southerner  will  believe 
one  of  his  own  without  proof  or  bond, 
but  an  outsider  has  to  demonstrate  with 
all  possible  documents,  and  even  then 
the  southerner  will  be  prone  to  doubt. 

There  is  nothing  quite  like  the 
south,  and  no  one  like  the  southerner. 
Scarlet  O'Hara's  prototype  is  still  very 
much  alive  down  south,  and  the  descen- 
dents  of  Rhett  Butler  may  be  seen  any 
afternoon  on  Peachtree  Street,  and  the 
heart  of  Atlanta  is  very  much  the  same 
today  as  when  the  flame  that  is  war 
blackened  the  heart  of  a  people  far 
deeper  than  it  singed  the  pillars  of 
the  colonial  mansions.   The  wounds  are 
being  healed  and  the  mansions  rebuilt, 
and  life  is  being  lived  gallantly  in 
the  deep  dark  South.

them  with  sorrow  in  his  heart! 

Suddenly  lightning  flashed  through 
the  dark  skies,  and  loud  thunder  was 
heard  as  the  Great  Spirit  smote  them  in 
twain. 

"Thus  Twin  Peaks  came  to  be.   Thus 
the  Great  Spirit  punishes  husbands  and 
wives  who  quarrel,"  Big  Chief  told  his 
people,  as  they  gathered  together  at  the 
water's  edge  of  Willows  Lake.

In  those  days,  a  small  stream  (arroyo) 
flowed  down  the  steep  sides  of  the  moun- 
tain to  form  the  Laguna  de  los  Dolores 
(the  lagoon  of  sorrows)  upon  whose  edges 
the  mission  was  built.   Gradually,  the 
stream  dried  up,  and  when  the  Gringoes 
encroached  on  the  lands  at  the  base  of 
the  hill,  the  arroyo  had  disappeared. 

In  1901,  the  peak  to  the  south  was 
called  Noe  Peak  in  honor  of  Don  Jose  de 
Jesus  Noe,  last  alcalde  under  Mexican 
rule.  The  hills  were  a  part  of  his 
Rancho  San  Miguel.   The  peak  to  the  north 
was  named  Eureka  Peak,  and  valleys  of  the 
same  names  lie  to  the  east  and  south 
of  Twin  Peaks.  These  mountains,  standing 
sentinel,  are  truly  guardians  of  the 
city's  welfare,  for  on  their  summit  is 
the  largest  reservoir  of  the  Auxiliary 
high-pressure  fire  protection  system  — 
a  reservoir  of  eleven  million  gallons, 
built  shortly  after  the  great  fire  of 
1906,  as  a  measure  of  caution  in  case 
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San  Francisco  should  ever  undergo  a  simi- 
lar disaster. 

In  1917,  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
feet  below  the  reservoir  the  Twin  Peaks 
v/ere  pierced  by  the  longest  municipal 
tunnel  in  the  world,  more  than  two  miles 
in  length*  This  tunnel  brought  rapid 
transit  to  the  beautiful  residential 
districts  beyond  the  peaks. 

A  serpentine  boulevard,  the  famous 
figure  8,  curves  round  tho  crest  of  the 
Peaks.   From  nowhere  else  in  San  Francisco 
is  such  a  supberb  panorama  outspread. 
The  entire  city  lies  a  thousand  feet  be- 
neath, the  waters  of  the  bay  sweep  ribbon- 
like to  the  east  and  north,  tall  mountains 
rise  to  the  south,  and  the  glorious  Pacific 
stretches  westward  into  the  setting  sun. 
Ihen  night  darkens  the  skies,  a  myriad 
of  lights  twinkle  over  the  mighty  spider- 
web  of  streets  below,  and  far  across  the 
bay  wink  dimly  other  lights  of  Oakland 
and  Berkeley. 

The  building  of  this  magnificent  drive 
was  directly  responsible  for  the  erection 
of  a  monument  which  is  often  referred  to 
as,  the  "Mystery  of  Twin  Peaks". 

In  1910,  Martin  Hanson,  a  property 
owner,  possessed  two  houses  facing  what 
is  now  Portola  Drive,  called  then,  Grand- 
view  Avenue.   One  house  and  lot  were  con- 
demned for  the  new  right  of  way, -the 
other  was  left  with  its  roof  below  the 
new  street  level.   Mr.  Hanson  after  sev- 
eral unsuccessful  attempts  to  bring  suit 
against  those  responsible  for  the  damage 
to  his  property,  erected  in  1925  a  monu- 
ment beside  his  homestead,  just  off  the 
highway.   The  inscription  reads :-- 

•A  MEASURE  OF  PROGRESS" 
■This  monument  is  erected  to  Peace  and 
Justice,  1918-1968." 

and  admonishes  one  to  do  right  whether  it 
pays  or  not.   The  monument  contains  a  copy 
of  Thomas  Paine' s  "Age  of  Reason",  Eugene 
Sue's  "Mysteries  of  Pario",  and  lastly  a 
letter  to  a  little  girl  named  Elva,  who 
is  to  open  it  in  1968. 


In  1927,  a  huge  Christmas  tree 
shone  from  the  taller  of  the  two  peaks 
all  during  the  festive  season,  and  be- 
came the  inspiration  for  the  outdoor 
Christmas  tree  activity  which  has  en- 
thused all  San  Franciscans  fortunate 
enough  to  own  gardens. 

Now,  a  decade  later,  it  is  proposed 
to  crown  the  Peaks  again,  this  time 
with  a  gigantic  statue  of  St.  Francis 

of  Assisi the  saint  after  whom  the 

city  was  named. 

"And. lookj  The  golden  door 
Out  to  the  Ocean's  floor- 
Francis  d'Assisi.   This  aye 

this  to  thee, 
This  shining  inner  Seal 
Bay  of  St.  Francis  this  his  own 
Save  God's  alone — 
--Ina  Coolbrith.

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INSTITUTE  OF  GOVERNMENT 

The  Institute  of  Government-Section  for 
Librarianship  held  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California,  June  14-18  was  at- 
tended by  Ruth  S.  Mills  and  Natalie  Mayo 
from  our  staff.   This  institute  held  the 
first  session  in  1928  at  the  request  of 
a  group  of  professionally  minded  govern- 
mental employees.   The  purpose  was  to 
present  one  week's  intensive  oourse  of 
study  by  means  of  lectures,  afternoon 
panel  discussions,  round  tables  and  gen- 
eral assemblies  for  members  of  all  sec- 
tions.  The  attendance  at  this,  the  ninth 
institute,  was  1500  employees.   About  75 
attended  the  seotion  for  librarianship. 

MR.  FORREST  B.  SPAULDING,  Librarian  of 
the  Des  Moines,  (Iowa)  Public  Library, 
leader  of  the  section  for  Librarianship 
remarked  that  the  inclusion  of  librarian- 
ship  as  a  branch  of  an  Institute  of 
Government  is  significant  -  both  of  soc- 
ial changes  and  the  need  of  co-ordinating 
educational  agencies. 

The  week's  program  of  study  was  divided 
into  five  main  topios:  Co-ordinating  of 
Library  Services,  The  Library  in  Govern- 
ment, Library  Personnel,  Gauging  Reader 
Interest,  and  Reading  Guidance. 

MONDAY 
CO-ORDINATING  LIBRARY  SERVICE. 
Mr.  Spaulding  in  his  opening  lecture  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  community 
surveys  and  analyses  of  book  collections. 
He  stressed  the  importance  of  knowledge 
of  resources  and  neods  before  formulat- 
ing a  definite  plan.   Miss  Mabel  Gillis, 
told  of  the  work  being  done  on  the  Union 


Catalog  of  the  State  Library.   It  is 
interesting  to  know  that  there  are  three 
million  cards  contributed  by  various 
libraries  in  the  state.   The  work,  how- 
ever, has  been  curtailed  by  lack  of  funds 
and  space  for  filing  cards.   The  infor- 
mation is  used  mainly  for  locating  books 
in  local  libraries  for  state  inter- 
library  loans.   DR.  ROLAND  HUSSEY,  Pro- 
fessor of  History,  U.C.L.A.  spoke  on 
Build  for  Future  Research.   He  stressed 
the  value  of  building  local  history 
collections  for  research  workers. 

TUESDAY 
THE  LIBRARY  IN  GOVERNMENT. 
Mr.  Spaulding  discussed  Federal  and  State 
aid,  also  the  proposed  Federal  Library 
Agency  and  the  Collins  bill.   W.!V.  Mather, 
Dept.  of  Political  Science,  Chaffey  Jr 
College  gave  seven  major  trends  in  gov 
ernment  and  their  implications  for 
librarianship  in  his  speech.   DR.  F.M. 
STEWART,  U.C.L.A.,  pointed  out  the  valu 
of  local  history,  and  document  collec- 
tions in  his  paper.  Functions  of  the 
Library  in  the  Business  of  Government. 
He  felt  librarians  should  keep  in  close 
contact  with  citizen  groups  and  city 
officials.   And  the  educational  services 
of  the  library  should  be  made  known  to 
various  groups.   MR.  W.  C.  ANSPACH,  gave 
the  trustee's  viewpoint  in  his  address, 
Function  of  the  Library  Trustee  in  Local 
Government.  Mr.  Anspach  is  a  trustee  of 
the  Glendalo  Public  Library. 

V/EDNESDAY 
LIBRARY  PERSONNEL 

MR.  LEO  JONES,  California  Association  for 
Adult  Education,  L. A.  in  his  paper,  Are 
Librarians  of  Public  Libraries  Educators? 
believed  that  libraries  and  library 
services  have  not  been  given  due  recogni- 
tion.  He  reminded  those  assembled  that 
the  public  schools  and  the  public  library 
are  the  most  powerful  institutions  in  our 
democracy.   MR.  J.  A.  FORD,  member  of  the 
L.A.  Board  of  Supervisors  in  his  talk  on 
Civil  and  Uncivil  Employees  recommended 
patience  and  civility  as  essential  quali- 
fications of  any  governmental  employee. 
Know  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
public  and  add  to  this  a  capacity  for 
judging  the  individual  to  get  the  maxi- 
mum response  with  the  minimum  irritation 
was  his  advice.   MISS  ELEANOR  HITT  in 
her  paper,  The  Classification  of  Library 
Personnel  stated  that  classification  was 
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not  a  fad  -  nor  an  end  in  itself  but  val- 
uable for  raising  standards.   In  library 
classification  the  clerical  and  profes- 
sional position  must  be  clearly  defined 
and  correct  terminology  used.   MR.  H.  P. 
PETRIE  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of 
L.A.  gave  in  detail  the  civil  service 
technique  in  the  county  of  Los  Angeles. 
MR.  SPAULDING  concluded  the  afternoon 
session  with  his  discussion  of  the  Merit 
System. 

THURSDAY 
GAUGING  READER  INTEREST. 
In  developing  this  topic  MR.  SPAULDING 
gave  reasons  for  the  lack  of  reading  at 
the  present  time.  He  told  of  various 
surveys  made  to  ascertain  what  people  are 
reading.  MRS.  M.D.  CARTER,  Director  of 
the  School  of  Library  Service,  U. S.C.  ext. 
plained  the  various  Reader's  Surveys  that 
have  been  made  and  the  technique  employed 
in  compiling  them.  MISS  M.F.  MARTIN, 
Supervisor  of  Education  for  Exceptional 
Children,  L.A.  told  of  the  work  with  slow 
reading  children.   She  gave  the  criteria 
for  selecting  books  for  these  children. 
MRS.  S.M.  MULLEN,  L.A.  City  Schools,  gave 
The  Moving  Pictures  in  Relation  to  Read- 
ing. A  list  of  best  sellers  from  1900 
to  1935  which  have  been  made  into  movies 
was  distributed.  Mrs.  Mullen  felt  that 
movies  are  an  ally  of  reading.   KISS   . 
GLADYS  ENGLISH,  Department  of  "Work  with 
Children,  described  the  radio  activities 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 

FRIDAY 
READING  GUIDANCE. 

MR.  SPAULDING  discussed  Reading;  Guidance 
in  a  general  way  in  relationship  to  the 
public  library.  There  was  a  great  deal  of 
discussion  by  members  of  the  group  on 
methods  used  in  various  libraries.  MR. 
W.G.  PIERCE  of  the  Long  Beach  city  schools 
spoke  on  Reading  Guidance  Through  Forums 
and  Discussion  Groups.  He  told  of  many 
ways  reading  guidance  had  been  handled 
in  Long  Beach. 

MR.  SPAULDING  summarized  the  week's  work 
in  ten  main  points.

JOHN  VANCE  CHENEY 
A  sketch  of  one  of  our  early  librarians. 

John  Vance  Cheney,  librarian  of  the 
San  Francisco  public  Library  from  1887 
to  1894  was  born  in  New  York  state  in 
1848.   His  father,  Simon  Fease  Cheney, 
was  a  singing  teacher  and  his  mother  a 
piano  teacher.   From  his  earliest  child- 
hood young  Cheney's  interests  lay  in 
singing  and  in  writing  poetry.  His  edu- 
cation for  the  lav;  and  subsequent  admis- 
sion to  the  New  York  Bar  were  never  of 
great  importance  to  him.   He  started 
contributing  poems  to  the  American  maga- 
zines in  1873. 

In  1876  after  an  unsuccessful  marriage 
he  moved  to  Sacramento,  California,  where 
he  entered  on  a  period  of  marked  depres- 
sion, and  for  ten  years  was  "unsettled 
both  as  to  residence  and  occupation." 

In  1887  he  was  appointed  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Librarian  of  the  Free  Public 
Library  of  San  Francisco,  and  although 
he  had  no  technical  training  in  librar- 
ianship,  had  no  difficulty  in  filling 
the  post  with  marked  success.  His 
assistant  librarian,  A.J.  Rudolph,  took 
over  most  of  the  routine  work  and  left 
Mr.  Cheney  free  to  exercise  his  talents 
to  the  fullest. 

He  was  "tall,  full-bearded,  refined 
in  appearance,  urbane  in  manner,  mellow 
voiced  and  possessed  of  great  readiness 
of  speech."  He  loved  to  think  of  the 
library  as  a  quiet  cloister  for  lovers 
of  great  literature  and  in  his  later 
days  often  expressed  himself  as  saddened 
by  the  passing  of  this  phase. 

His  office  in  the  library  was  the 
scene  of  many  gatherings  of  the  great 
ones  of  that  literary  period, -John  I.uir, 
Edwin  Markham  and  Joaquin  filler,  among 
others.   There,  surrounded  by  oalf- 
bound  volumes  of  poetry  and  letters ,  and 
enveloped  in  an  impenetrable  cloud  of 
cigar  smoke,  he  would  discourse  at 
length  of  books  and  men.   He  was  said  to 
be  "an  illimitable  and  brilliant 
reconteur. " 

In  1894  he  left  San  Francisco  to  be- 
come librarian  of  the  Newberry  Library 
in  Chicago,  which  position  he  held  until 
1909. 
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Mr.  Cheney  subsequently  retired  to 
San  Diego  where  he  lived  until  his  death 
in  1922.

A  DAY  IN  LANCASTER,  PENN. 

Cne  of   the  most  interesting  communities 
in  the    country,   almost  unknown  to  the 
average   traveller   is  that  section  of 
Pennsylvania,   called   "the  Dutch   country". 
It   is  composed  of   a  number  of   religious 
groups,   chief  of  which  are  the   Ifennonites, 
the  Amish  and  the  Dunkers. 

The  city  of   Lancaster  with  a  popula- 
tion of  60,000   is   in  the  heart  of  the 
Ifennonite   territory,   although  the  members 
of   the   sect  almost  always  live   outside  of 
the   city  on  vast  fertile  farms. 

Lancaster    is   a  beautiful   little   city, 
extraordinarily  clean,   as   is   all   of   the 
Pennsylvania  Dutch   country.      The   build- 
ings are  very  old,   many   dating  back  to 
Colonial   times,    since  the   city  was 
founded   in  1729. 

The    "Pennsylvania  Dutch"   settled   in  and 
around  Lancaster   as  early  as  1683,   and  the 
first  Bible  printed  in  America   in  a  fore- 
ign language  was  printed  in  German  from 
the   press  of   a  Dunker  in  1728. 

Time  has   changed  these  people   very 
little.      A&ny  even  now  cannot   speak  any 
language   other  than  a  dialect  termed, 
"Pennsylvania  Dutch".      Indeed,   it    is    said 
that   in  a   recent   sensational   trial  the 
defendant  could   speak  no  other   language, 
and  yet  the   Judge ,   and  both  the   defense 
counsel    and  the   prosecuting  attorney  did 
not  need  to   send  for  an   interpreter ,   but 
continued  the  trial   in  the  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  dialect. 

Friday  is   market  day,   and  as  early  as 
dawn   from  the  green  rolling  farms   come 
wagons   and  cars  bearing   stern-faced  men 
and  women  and  quiet   children  who   listen 
rather  than  talk. 

Their  garb   is   sombre,   the  men  wearing 
tall   felt  hats  and  loose-fitting  home- 
made looking  suits.      The   women  all   effect 


bonnets,    small  and   stiff   and  wear  volum- 
inous   skirts   and  long  dark   shawls.      The 
men  are  very  definitely  the  head  of   the 
family,  while   the  women  are  content  to 
have  charge   of   the  children  and  tend  to 
the  home.      The  Amish  and  Dunkers  dress  a 
bit   differently,   but  they  too,   are  very 
solemn  and  stern  in  appearance. 

All   of  these  sects  are  opposed  to  war 
and  oaths   of  any  character.      They  be- 
lieve amusements,   fun  or   anything  modern 
is   a  curse,   and  it  is   said  that   even 
buttons   on  their  clothes   are  discouraged 
as  being  too   decorative. 

Recently  the  Government's   offer  to 
build  a  school  was  refused  by  the  Lennon- 
ites,    the   reason  being  evidently  that 
new  educational   ideas   and  training  might 
make  the   children  dissatisfied  with  the 
simple   stern  home  life  of  the   Ifennonite. 

The   city  of  Lancaster  has  a  stately 
old  Public  Library.      Patrons   tip- toe 
about   in  amazing  silence,   and  the  rustle 
of  a  page  being  turned  has  an  exaggerated 
sound.      The  attendants   are   extremely 
kind,    and  are  willing   to  tell  the  curious 
tourist  many  tales  of   the  quaint  people 
in  the  vicinity. 

In  the   stores   of   the   city  post-cards 
can  be  purchased  with  various   groupings 
of   the  Dunkers,  the  Amish  and  the   iuen- 
nonites.      Some   are  very  ourious,   and 
all  have  an  old-fashioned  old  country 
stiltedness  about  the  postures. 

Where  else  but   in  this   amazing  America 
would  one   find  the   quaintness   of  Lancaster, 
stcx;*,    admirable   little  city,  with   its 
integrity   unassailable,    and  yet   in  a  few 
hours*    train  ride   south,    comes  Charles- 
ton,  lazy,    beautiful,   glamorous  Charles- 
ton, with  its  poverty-stricken  mansions 
and   its   dusky  dancing  negroes, — where  but 
in  America  would  one  find  such   a  contrast?

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THE  SUTRO  LIBRARY 

At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1898, 
Adolph  Sutro  had  one  of  the  largest  pri- 
vate libraries  in  the  United  States.   It 
■was   estimated  to  contain  about  a  quarter 
of  a  million  volumes.   In  1883  he  had  de- 
cided to  spend  a  part  of  his  fortune  for 
educational  purposes  which  would  be  not 
only  of  great  credit  to  his  name,  but  also 
of  use  to  the  people  of  California. 

His  planweB  to  collect  a  gigantic  re- 
ference library  to  be  used  by  the  people. 
It  is  said  that  in  a  few  years  his  buyers 
bought  thousands  of  books  all  over  the 
world  and  sent  them  to  San  Francisco, 

It  was  a  fortunate  time  for  starting 
a  library  of  this  sort.  In  England  sev- 
eral ducal  libraries  were  being  sold,  many 
monastic  libraries  on  the  continent  were 
being  broken  up  and  the  Royal  State  Li- 
brary of  Munich  was  disposing  of  its  dup- 
licates. Over  4,000  incunabula  came  from 
Munich.  A  great  number  of  valuable  books 
and  manuscripts  came  from  Mexico,  where 
the  National  Library  had  been  started  from 
confiscated  monastic  libraries  and  dupli- 
cates were  being  offered  for  sale. 

Mr.  Sutro  was  not  impressed  with 
Americana.  His  interests  lay  in  other 
fields  and  among  the  treasures  he  accumu- 
lated were  the  already  mentioned  incunabula, 
early  Spanish  documents  and  books,  Hebrew 
and  Jewish  manuscripts  and  incunabula,  and 
entire  Semitic  library  and  Shake spearina, 
including  copies  of  the  first  four  folios. 

A  plan  of  Mr.  Sutro' s  was  to  erect  a 
library  building  to  house  his  treasures. 
At  one  time  he  thought  of  building  it  near 
the  beach  in  Sutro  gardens,  but  trans- 
portation was  a  problem  at  tne  time,  and 
he  was  warned  that  the  sea  air  might  prove 
harmful  to  some  of  his  manuscripts  and 
rarities.  He  then  planned  to  build  a  li- 
brary near  Golden  Gate  Park,  but  his  fail- 
ing health  prevented  the  carrying  out  of 
this  plan. 

The  books  were  stored  in  two  buildings, 
one  on  Battery  Street,  and  one  on  Montgom- 
ery Street.   Cataloging  was  begun. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  the  estate 
went  into  litigation  and  all  work  was 


stopped.   Then  came  the  1906  disaster. 
The  building  on  Battery  Street  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  and  with  it  perished  the 
incunabula.   The  Montgomery  Street 
building  was  not  destroyed,  but  was 
badly  damaged  by  the  earthquake.   On 
the  Sunday  following  the  disaster  rain 
fell  in  torrents  and  the  roof  was  so 
badly  damaged  that  it  did  little  to 
protect  the  valuable  works.  Dr.  Emma 
Sutro  Merritt,  daughter  of  Mr.  Sutro, 
worked  unooasingly  during  these  trying 
days  to  rescue  as  much  of  the  collec- 
tion as  possible.   It  is  said  that  she 
personally  carried  the  Shakesperian 
folios  to  safety. 

In  1913,  the  Sutro  heirs  decided  to 
give  the  collection  to  the  State  and  it 
was  accepted  by  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. The  stipulation  was  that  the  col- 
lection must  always  remain  in  San  Fran- 
cisco.  The  Sutro  Library,  thus  became 
a  part  of  the  State  Library. 

For  several  years  it  was  housed  in 
rented  quarters  in  the  Lane  Medical 
Library,  but  in  1923  this  space  was 
needed  by  the  Lane  Library  and  the 
Sutro  Branch  was  moved  into  the  Public 
Library  building.  Here  it  occupies  the 
seventh  stack  floor,  the  north  room  of 
the  Reference  Department,  and  desk  space 
in  the  Catalog  room. 

Of  the  original  collection  about 
70,000  books  remained  after  the  fire. 
Only  about  forty  incunabula  were  saved. 
The  treasures  left  include  the  Shakes- 
peare folios,  the  Hebrew  manuscripts, 
the  part  of  the  early  Spanish  books  and 
manuscripts. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  there  is 
no  Californiana  in  the  collection,  as 
has  been  observed  before,  Mr.  Sutro  was 
not  interested  in  American  books,  and 
his  acquisitions  were  chiefly  confined 
to  foreign  items.

HOW  I  CONTACTED  NEWTON  D.  BAKER 
Secretary  of  War  1916-1921 

As  Hostess  of  the  Service  Club  of  the 
United  States  Army,  it  was  my  privilege 
directly  after  the  signing  of  the  Armis- 
tice, to  preside  over  the  Presidio  Club, 
and  later  over  the  Fort  McDowell  Club. 

While  in  this  capacity  it  was  my  good 
fortune  to  oontact  Newton  D,  Baker, 
Secretary  of  War  under  President  Wilson, 
and  heralded  now,  at  his  death,  as  one 
of  the  greatest  war  secretaries  America 
has  ever  known,  -  he  having  recruited  the 
largest  army  in  the  shortest  time. 

Seated  at  my  desk,  one  day,  a  soldier 
stepped  up  and  asked  permission  to  dedi- 
cate a  poem  to  me  as  Hostess.  In  a  short 
time  he  composed  ten  stanzas  of  very 
good  verse,  written,  of  course,  in  the 
most  complimentary  vein. 

A  few  days  later  the  Chief  Hostess  of 
the  United  States  Army  on  a  tour  of  the 
clubs  of  the  country  stopped  in  to  see 
our  club. 

She  visited  for  a  while,  then  admitted 
that  she  was  in  somewhat  of  a  quandry. 
The  Secretary  of  War  had  requested  her 
to  give  him  some  evidence  of  the  regard 
of  the  Service  men  for  the  Hostess  of  a 
Club.   I  smiled,  and  drew  from  my  desk 
the  dramatic  poem  which  the  soldier  had 
presented  to  me.   She  read  it,  and  joy- 
fully said  it  was  just  what  she  wanted. 

She  sent  it  on  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  Later  in  returning  the  pcem,  he 
enclosed  a  letter  written  above  his  sig- 
nature, remarking  that  he  had  enjoyed 
the  verse  with  great  pleasure  and  in- 
terest.

While  in  this  capacity  it  was  my  good 
fortune  to  contact  Newton  D,  Bakor, 
Secretary  of  War  under  President  Wilson, 
and  heralded  now,  at  his  death,  as  one 
of  the  greatest  war  secretaries  America 
has  ever  known,  -  he  having  recruited  the 
largest  army  in  the  shortest  time. 

Seated  at  my  desk,  one  day,  a  soldier 
stepped  up  and  asked  permission  to  dedi- 
cate a  poem  to  me  as  Hostess.  In  a  short 
time  he  composed  ten  stanzas  of  very 
good  verse,  written,  of  course,  in  the 
most  complimentary  vein. 

A  few  days  later  the  Chief  Hostess  of 
tho  United  States  Army  on  a  tour  of  the 
clubs  of  the  country  stopped  in  to  see 
our  club. 

She  visited  for  a  while,  then  admitted 
that  she  was  in  somewhat  of  a  quandry. 
The  Secretary  of  War  had  requested  her 
to  give  him  some  evidence  of  the  regard 
of  the  Service  men  for  the  Hostess  of  a 
Club.   I  smiled,  and  drew  from  my  desk 
the  dramatic  poem  which  tho  soldier  had 
presented  to  me.  She  read  it,  and  joy- 
fully said  it  was  just  what  she  wanted. 

She  sent  it  on  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  Later  in  returning  the  poem,  he 
enclosed  a  letter  written  above  his  sig- 
nature, remarking  that  he  had  enjoyed 
the  verse  with  great  pleasure  and  in- 
terest. 

Needless  to  say,  this  letter  is  now 
in  my  scrap-book,  -  a  valued  and  cher- 
ished document,

UNIVERSITY  LIFE  IN  GRENOBLE 

For  almost  three  months,  during  the 
past  summer,  our  Mary  Lins  was  a  part  of 
the  summer  student  group  at  the  Univer- 
sity in  Grenoble,  France. 

We  asked  her  to  relate  a  few  of  her 
impressions,  particularly  as  to  the 
differences  of  customs  from  an  American 
university. 

One  interesting  difference,  -  when 
the  professor  enters  the  classroom  all 
of  the  students  rise,  and  remain  stand- 
ing until  the  professor  seats  himself. 

Applause  greets  the  instructor  as  he 
opens  the  class,  and  again  he  is  applaud- 
ed as  he  closes  the  class. 

Each  week  the  University  entertains 
at  tea,  but  the  "tea"  is  in  reality  a 
champagne  party,  and  everyone  drinks 
freely.  An  especially  festive  gathering 
occurred  when  the  King  and  Queen  of 
England  visited  France  during  the  summer, 
and  the  foreign  students  celebrated  at 
"tea"  in  the  champagne  manner. 

All  of  the  professors  in  Grenoble 
are  French,  Many  students  on  roll  speak- 
ing French  fluently,  others  hardly  speak 
at  all.  However  they  are  grouped  shortly 
so  that  one  group  will  not  retard  another. 

Native  costumes  appeared  in  almost 
every  olass,  Hindu,  Romanian,  Jugo-Slav, 
even  Swiss  and  of  course  Chinese  and 
Japanese. 

Early  in  the  summer  a  sense  of  unrest 
was  apparent,  war  threats  in  the  air, 
leaves  cancelled,  pass-ports  closely 
scrutinized.   Peace  is  desired,  but  if 
war  comes,  the  Frenchman  shrugs,  "it  is 
fate."
